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This city is vet full of rumors concerning 
the cause of the Sultana disaster. One man 
d- riares that he believes that the boat was 
destroyed by a rebel torpedo introduced 
into the furnace in the sbape of a lump of 
coal; while another believes that it was 
blown up on account of the great burden it 
carried and the leaking condition of the 
boiler. But the immediate friends of the 
boat believe in and circulate the first re- 
port. It is certain that the latter opinion is 
correct. I have heard enough to-day to sat- 
isfy me that the lives of the 1,700 brave men 
lost was due to tbe folly, criminal want of 
sense and feeling of some transportation 
officer, who perhaps, tried to make money 
himself, and to the want of capacity on the 
part of a certain commanding officer whose 
name I will hereafter give. The friends ot 
Capt. Ma"nn, who commanded the boat, 
claim that he protested against carrying to 
many men, but that the authorities at 
Vicksburg compelled him to receive them. I 
hope that this is the case. Even granting 
it to be tbe fact he ought, by no means, left 
Vicksburg until his boilers were repaired, 
and was inexcusable in attempting to make 
his trip after his engineer as* u red him that 
the boiler could not stand the journey to 
Cairo. The Sultana had in it, prior to re- 
ceiving its great burden of human freight at 
Vicksbug, a good cargo of sugar — 300 hhds. 

It may be possible that the soldiers 
aboard were anxious to reach their homes 
and urged tbe authorities to put them on 
tbe Sultana. 1 understand that they were 
so anxious to leave Memphis that they ac- 
tually took from the Sultana its large cargo 
Of sugar consigned to Memphis, for which

My Dear Potter: I retorn Mill's letter. 
Everything from him is entitled tw respect- 
ful consideration. But I coufess, after the 
best attention to the proposed representa- 
tion of minorities which I can give it, I 
am so stupid as to fail to see its merits. He 
sjieaks of 50,000 electors having to elect five 
members, and that 20,000 may eleet them 
all, and to obviate this he would give tbe 
20,000 minority two votes. But I would 
give only one vote to each elector, and one 
representative to each constituency. In- 
stead of the 50,000 returning five in a lump, 
I would have five constituencies of 10,000, 
each returning one member. Thus. If the 
metropolis, for example, were entitled, 
with a fair distribution or electoral power, 
to forty votes, I would divide it into forty 
districts or wards, each to return one mem- 
ber; and in this way every class and every 
variety of opinion would have a chance of 
a fair representation. Belgravia, Mary- 
leresse, St. James, St. Giles, Whitechapel, 
Spitaifields, A.c, would each and all have 
their members. I don't know any better 
plan for giving all opinions a chance oi be- 
ing heard; and, after all, it is opinions that 
are to be represented. If the minority have 
a faith that their opinions, and not those of 
the majority, are the true ones, then let them 
agitate and discuss until their principles 
are in the ascendant. This is the motive 
for political action, and the healthy agita- 
tion of public life. I do not like to recog- 
uize the necessity of dealing with the work- 
ingtnen as a class in an extension of the 
franchise. The small shop-keeper and the 
artisan of Ihe towns are socially on a level. 
The subject is, however, too large for a 
sheet of note-paper.

I III . PRICE OF TALENT. 

TheCoruhill Magazine, in London, paid 
Tennysou, the Poet-Laureate of England, 
sixteen huudred dollars for a poem, and 
the following two stanzas are just one half 
of it, or eight hnudred dollars worth:

the wreck ot the Sultana, were buried to- 
day" aud make no effort to procure for 
publication the names of those fifty men 
who have been in hundreds cf battles, lan- 
guished for mouths iu Southern dungeons, 
and for whose presence thousands of North- 
ern friends have tor years pined. A large 
number of tnese names might be obtained ; 
by a little labor. Capt. Curtis who takes 
charge of the bodies that are now brought 
iu would cheerfully afford every facility to 
obtain names to those editors who give co'- 
umns to personal matters in place ot at- 
tending to public wants. 

To-day iu company with Col. Bardean, 
Capt. Curtis and a number of gentlemen 
here for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion concerning their friends, I went to the 
wreck of the Sultana, which is near the 
•'Hen and Chickens" aU»ut six milesabove 
Memphis. ihe wreck washed perhaps 
two miles from where it blew up before it 
sunk. Portions of it can now be seen, and 
there will as the water falls of course be 
more of it exposed to view. It is thought 
that a large number of the dead can be 
found iu the wre^k. Efforts will be made 
to-morrow to recover those laxiU-s yet on it 
\.ith the assistance of diving bells. The 
islands around are thick with the bodies of 
the unfortunates. These bodies are so 
swollen that it is impossible to recognize 



litl'er. I can only respond to your 
very flattering confidence, by s>iying what 
I should think it right to do myself iu this 
or anv similar case. 

I have long since determined that, for 
> . f, I will never join in any movement 
for what is called manhood suffrage. Adult 
suffrage is what I contend for; and when 
one go, s in, not for an object immediately 
attainable, but for a principle, we ought to 
go tbe whole length of it. No reason, 
either of right or of expediency, can be ! 
found to justify giving the suffrage to men, : 
exclusively of women, aud the word man- 
hood suffraire, having been substituted for 
the good old phrase, universal suffrage, for 
tbe express purpose of showing that women 
are not included, to adopt it is to give a di- 
rect assent to their exclusion. 

On the other baud, I consider an educa- 
tional qualification to the extent of reading 
and writing *I would even add ciphering) 
iudisj>eu.sable. It is to be hoped that, be- 
fore long, this restriction will no longer ex- 
clude anybody; and I could have no adults 
excluded on any other ground. But adult 
suffrage is not complete unless minorities 
have their fair share of representation. If 
;">0,000 electors have to elect five members, it 
is not fair and equal representation that 
SO.OOO of them should be able, by outvoting 
the others, to elect all five. The 110,000 are 
ouly entitled to three members, aud the re- 
maining liO.OOU to two. This is not, as is 
sometimes pretended, a proposal made for 
tbe purpose of defeating democracy. On 
the contrary, it is prositiyely required by 
democ.atic principles. Democracy is not 
the exclusive rule of the greater number 
and the virtual disfranchisement of the 
rest, but the equal representation of all; 
majorities returning a majority, and mi- 
norities a minority. Mr. Hare's admirable 
plan is the best that has been proposed for 
securing the equal representation of mi- 
norities, and would incidentally attain 
many other important objects. It is, as I 
hear, making some way among the intelli- 
gent leaders of the working classes at Man- 
chester. I should not, however, make that 
particular plan a siue qua nun; but the ac- 
knowledgment of the principle that mi- 
norities ought to be represeuted in propor- 
tion to their numbers, seems to be indis- 
pensable to show that tbe working classes 
are willing to allow the same justice to 
others which they claim lor themselves. In 
the present state of tbe constituencies the 
working classes would themselves benefit

Under the above beading tbe Toronto 
Globe administers tbe following chastise- 
ment to tbe pro-reb"l press of Canada: 

Capt. Beall, the man who was hanged for 
having, among other crimes, undertaken to 
throw railway trains off the track, for tbe 
purpose, as he said, of killing Federal sol- 
diers, was characterized by the pro-South- 
ern press of this country us a "christian'' 
soldier and patriot, and his execution was, 
by the same authority, called a "judicial 
murder." The man w'ho was executed for 
•ndeavering to buru New York city, Cap- 
tain Kenedy, was another martyr with our 
pro-Southern contemporaries, though, for 
some reason, his christian qualities were 
not so strongly insisted upon. The infer- 
ence is, perhaps, that in Southern ethics 
house-burning is not so fine a development 
of "christian" feeling as throwing railway 
traius down embankments. Now, Booth, 
the assassin of Preideut Lincoln, is almost 
a hero with' the papers who mourned for 
Beall and Kenedy. For shame's sake, they 
do not remember and allude to this crime, 
but that does not prevent them from saying 
that he was murdered by the man who shot 
him. "The murder of Booth," and the 
"cold blooded murder" of that wretched 
man, form subjects for editorial comment 
in the Leader aud other journals. We do 
not recollect that these papers ever used so 
stroug a term respecting the shooting of 
Morrison at St. Albans— for which there 
was no excuse Bave that it was an incident 
of the robbery. But that act was charge- 
able upon the nice people who manifest 
their "christian'' feelings by throwing rail- 
way trains off the track, and, therefore, 
could not be such a crime as shooting of the 
wretch Booth. The mad partiality of some 
Canadian papers for the worst desperadoes 
which the Southern rebellion has produced, 
has led them into many blunders, and 
into many shameful exhibitions, but there 
has been no more surprising exhibition of 
their insane sympathy than the trash which 
they write about the "cold blooded mur- 
der" of a desperate assassin. 



Itodies for burial. Upwards of an hundred 
have been consigned to nameless graves 
here, while a large number have been 
caught below the city and unceremoniously 
buried on the river shore. Bodies have 
i*- -u caught as low down as Helena, where 
Hospital boats report having patted them 
below that point. 

The bodies that are sayed are discovered 
and tied to a tree by thoae noble aud brave 
men who live on tbe islands near tbe dis- 
aster, until boats from tbe city can go after 
them. These men have labored incessant- 
ly since tbe 27th iu attempting to secure 
christian burial to our soldiers, and that 
too without pay. They deserve tbe thauks 
of the whole nat inn for their devotion and 
bravery. More thau this, 
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Government ought to remunerate tbem 
for they are illy prepared to lose their time 
and labor. They are to be seen all over 
these low islands in their skills on their 
mission of mercy. One man by the name 
of Prewitt informed me that he had tied up 
seventeen men this morning! He and C. 
W. Thompson saved more than one hun- 
dred lives on the terrible night that the 
Mississippi was covered with two thousand 
two hundred shrieking, praying men and 
women!

of the whole Legislature. But I would sup- 
port any readjustment of the constituencies 
that would enable the working classes to 
command half the votes in Parliament. 
The most important questions in practical 
politics are coming to be those in which 
the working classes as a body are arrayed 
on one side and the employers as a body 
on the other; as in all questions of wages, 
hours of labor, and so on. If those whose 
partialities are on the side of the operatives 
had half the representation, and those who 
lean to the side of the employers had the 
other half, the side which was iu the right 
would be almost sure to prc\ ail by the aid 
of an enlightened and disinterested minori- 
ty of the other. But there would not be tbe 
same assurance of this if either the work- 
ing classes or a combination of all other 
classes could command a decided majority 
in Parliament. 
Lastly, I could not support the ballot. 
It is extremely probable that these opin- 
ions may prevent me from being able to co- 
operate with any organized movement for 
reform that we have any chaoce of seeing 
at present. If, as is not unlikely, your 
opinions are different, you have not the 
same reason for abstaining. But it would, 
I tbiuk, be a good thing if the movers 
could be induced to leave some of these 
points, aud particularly the ballot, iu the 



A Military Critic. 
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The late war produced in the country 
countless numbers of military critics; in- 
deed, latterly, almost every civilian felt 
himself competent to discuss aud decide 
upon all military movements, and the mer- 
its of the Generals on either side in the 
great contest. Though the war is over, the 
critics for the most part remain, aud there 
being no further campaigning to explain 
and dilate upon, the question which now 
engages their acumen is to settle the re- 
spestive ability of tbe military chieftains 
who figured iu the war. A volume made 
up of these criticisms would be curious and 
amusing, if not instructive. The latest we 
have beard is so unique that we cannot for- 
bear to put it on record.

We sympathise in tbe horror and 
detestation with which tbe assassin, his 
foul aud fiendish deed of blood, and all who 
stnile upon it or would jmlliate it, of what- 
soever class or name, are, and ever must be 
regarded by every houorable mind and 
true heart. We sympathise iu the poignant 
grief, that a self-denying and useful career 
should be cut short by miscreant violence, 
iu the midst of beneficent plans, just ripen- 
ing into maturity, lor the good of the 
whole country. We sympathise iu the con- 
I lottos that not individual hate aud malig- 
nity simply, but tbe dark spirit of an atro-

Bv late advires from San Domingo we 
learn that the Inland was entirely evacua- 
ted bv Spanish troops on the 30th of March, 
in accordance with an order from Madrid. 
The Government of the Republic had pr »- 
claimed complete and unconditional amnes- 
ty to all Domiuiciana who were in the ene- 
my'acamp, except those guilty of compli- 
citv in annexation htrilML those who 
may have fought under the Spanish Hh-, 
and newspaper writers who opposed mi 
restoration of the Republic. 

S« cretarv Seward hopes to be able to pre- 
sent the new French Minister, M. M«>nt- 
holon, to the President in a lew days. It is 
again stated that the policy of neutrality by 
our Government toward Mexico will not be 
departed from, and no complications with 
France need be apprehended. 

Rumors of changes in the Cabinet are 
again afloat in Washington, with, it is said, 
some probability ot their being well-found- 
ed. 

A Military Commission for the trial of 
the conspirators was in session yesterday, 
and the charges against the prisoners were 
read. K i ward .Spaugler, the i-tage car- 
penter at Ford's iWeetar, was among those 
arraigned. The Port's Washington special 
says no counsel has yet appeared for any 
of "the prisoners. Kacb of the prisoners was 
allowed some davs ago to name the counsel 
thev wished to "defend them, and did so, 
but" none of the legal gentlemen called upon 
seem willing to undertake the defense. 

(ien. Grant was yeterday betorethe Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the War to give 
evidence in relation to the negotiations be- 
tween Sherman and Johnston.

Tli- lie-raids Nassau letier states that an

He was 
disguise 1 as a soldier, and carried a buy- 
d,e. which w as tound to contain evidence of 
his complicity wiih the assassins. 

A great leal of damage is being done by 
the inundation of the countrj' in the vicini- 
ty M Bataa Rooge, and at other places 
along the Mississippi. 

It may la? added here that every thing is 
becoming quite |*-ao-iul in Virginia. The 
railnads ai.tl i< l. jrraph lines are being re- 
paired without interruption from auy quar- 
ter. A new telegraph line from Weldon to 
Richmond has been completed, and one is 
in course of construction from Washington 
to the latter city. 

The conspirators at Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, who are about to be hung, were 
promised, through a delegation from that 
State, a short time since, a commutation of 
the death sentence by the late President 
Lincoln.

TO GEN. PALMER. 

Louisville, May 9, lv>">. — Major General 
John M. Palmer, Commandant Department 
of Kentucky:— Dear Sir: The undersigned, 
the Mayor and a Committee of the < .eneral 

Council of the city of Louisville, beg leave 
to submit for your consideration and to ask, 
respectfully, your co-operation in relieving 
the citv of a grievous burthen, now felt, 
and the certainty of its increase, unless 
some st ps are taken to arrest it, and from 
which great fears are entertained that a 
disastrous pestilence will sweep the city 
during the coming snmmer. For some 
time past, large numbers of negroes, 
most of them women and children, and the 
number increases da:iy. have flocked to 
the city, all claiming to be free and looking 
to the military authorities for protection 
and assistance in securing their right to 
lilierty. No arrangement was or has been 
made' for their accommodation and suste- 
nance on the part of the military authori- 
ties, because their coming was unexpected. 
They have, coueeqaently, been cour el led 
to seek shelter where they could und a 
place; and by reason of the crowded state 
ot the city and the scarcity of houses 
unoccupied, they have crowded together 
iu numbers so great at each place as to 
render disease among them almost certain; 
in fact, we have information that the small- 
pox is now prevailing iu several localities iu 
the city among these people and the accom- 
modations provided by the city for that class 
of patients is so limited as to render it impos- 
sible for the city to remove such from her 
midst. Weask your co-operat ion, as Military 
Commander of the District, in removing the 
evil from our city. They have come, general- 
ly, from the counties of Kentucky, where, we 
t hink, they moreproj>erly belong, and where 
thev should be provided for, and, most 
probably, all of them could find employ.- 
meut. We further ask that you will desig- 
nate some one of the military hospitals u\ 
this neighborhood and beyond the city 
limits, where cases of BUiall-pox could be 
sent, under the orders of the city authori- 
ties, to be treated and cared for by the 
surgeon and nurses attached to the 
army. We make these suggestions 
for your consideration, fearing that 
UlSM something is speedily done,, we 
shall be subjected to a fearful pestilence, 
assuring you, however, of the cordial co- 
o|>eration of the city authorities in any sug- 
gestions you may offer in the matter. We 
would suggest that a part of the evils 
under which we suffer could be remedied 
by the civil tribunals under our State 
laws. We believe the enforcement of 
the laws against vagrants, and the 
laws that prevent slaves from hiring 
their own time, and going at large as free 
m m lis, would oi>erate advantageously, as 
then- are believed to be many of both class- 
es in the city; and W9 desire to know 
whether such action on the part of the civil 
authorities would la? interfered with, or if 
it would be regarded as a violation of :»ny 
military order.

« ; wm i i.i:mkn— I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your couimunic 
lion ot yesterday's date in reference to the 
presence and condition of the large number 
of colored people in the city of Louisville, 
on vhich you express apprehensions ot 
pestilence from their crawded state, and 
ask my 80 operati u in ridding the city of 
the evil. 

I beg to answer you that every judicious 
<•< !., !, m to promote the welfare and happi- 
ness of the pe..p|. of the city of Louisville, 
will receive my warmest sympathy, and 
most cheerful and active co-operation. 

J'.. : re replying to the general facts and 
views you express, allow me to correct an 
error louud iu your statement, that no ar- 
rangement was or has been made by the 
military jaithorilies for the protection and 
supjKjrt of colored persons coming into this 
city. On the contrary, the wives and child- 
ren of colored soldiers coming here, and 
those residing in the city, have been led by 
the Government, and all that could be in- 
duced to do so have been transport^ to 
Camp Nelson, and provided for at the na- 
tional excuse, and the military au- 
thorities are still willing to provide 
in the same way for all of that class. 
But than are difficulties in the problem 
you present that cannot la? solved by 
the enforcement of the laws against v i- 
graney or by restricting the right of the 
owners to allow them the small increase of 
freedom implied in permitting them to hire 
their own tiuie and go at large as free per- 
sons. These j»eople and their ancestors 
f. r MOecatfoaW are and have been natives 
of toe State of Kentucky, and have alius 
strong local attachments as other natives 
ot l he Slate. Recent events which need not 
be particularized have disturbed if not 
changed their former relations toward those 
who were their masters. What is now re- 
quired is that their relation to the Stale 
shall be defined anew with reference to ex- 
isting and not pa->t facts. When that is 
done confidence between the races will be 
restored; each will become again useful to 
the other, aud order and prosperity will 
take the place of the confusion aud vagran- 
cy which are now seen on every hand, to 
the alarm of all. 

as preliminary to this, and as a preventive 
IS \ igraucy, these people must be allowed 
to migrate at their pleasure, aud seek em- 
ployment where it is to be found. Now, 
uuoer the operation of laws olwolete for all 
useful purposes, and alive only for evil, 
colored men and women who might aud 
would find employment elsewhere are for- 
biddeu to cross the Ohio river except upon 
almost impossible conditions. Capitalists 
who own aud operate the boats navigating 
the river, with that timidity which has al- 
ready led some minds to inquire whether the 
ownership of large property is not a dis- 
qualification rather than a proper qualifica- 
tion for tiie manly exercise of the rights ot 
citizenship, terrified by tbese grim shad- 
ows of the past, throw unjust and oppres- 
sive difficulties in the way of the transit of 
even free persons, while those whose right 
to freeduiu is questioned by any one up.-u 
grounds howerer slight, are denied the 
right of escaping from idleness and enforced 
vagrancy to where industry is possible and 
employment within reach. 

Tnis difficulty, however, can by partially 
obviated by military authority. Deeply 
impressed with the dangers to the punlic 
w liw h you so truthfully and forcibly depict, 
anxious that the laboring poor of the cpy 
shall l>e saved the terrible consequen es of 
the "disastrous pestilence," of which you as- 
sure me great iears are entertained, I have 
caused to be issued the General Order No. 
:;j ir in the headquarters of the department, 
a copy of which is herewith laid before 
vou, aud will, 1 hope, meet your approval. 

After this statement of my oninicus you 
will at ouce see the impossiuility of my 
concurrence in your suggestions of enfor- 
cing against tin sc people the laws against 
vagrancy. Vagrancy as a crime is volun- 
tary idleness and profligacy. The ouly 
only offences urged by you against* them is 
poverty, though many of them, doubtless, 
are vagrants in any just sense of that term, 
and when the difficulties which clog and 
embarrass the ettorta of the whole race to 
earn homes and bread are removed, dis- 
crimination will l>e possible and the really 
guilty cau be punished. Now, such is the 
peculiarity of the status of many under the 
laws that even men seeking laborers dare 
not employ or harbor them. 

The wives and children of colored sol- 
diers are told by some that the joint resolu- 
tion ot (' ingjess giving their freedom is 
unconstitutional and void, and that when 
in the language of an eminent politician' 
•'Federal bayonets are withdrawn the' 
courts of the State will so declare," and all 
daimlag freedom under it will be adjudg- 
ed slaves. Alarmed at this prospect these 
helpless people abandon their late masters 
and flock to this city for protection, and 
they shall have it as long as ' 



thia department. Let those who question 
the authority and duty of Government to 
bestow freedom on the wives and children, 
answer for this disturbance of social order 
in this State. Other classes of colored per- 
sons are also free, and their rights too are 
doubtless questioned and dflnied. They fly 
and none dare employ them, and because 
they cannot be employed and live in en- 
forced idleness, they are by many called 
"vagrants." 

In conclusion, I beg to say that the "Ame- 
rican people," whether of European or 
African descent, have their rights under 
the Constitution and the laws, and the mil- 
itary authorities of the Cnited States will, 
in this Department, claiming no power or 
authority to do otherwise, respect and en- 
force the rights of all, and as far as possible 
protect all, and will gladly co-operate with 
the authorities of the city of Louisville, in 
every just effort to promote the interests 
and preserve the health ol all the inhabi- 
tautiTof the city.

general Orders, No. 32. — Headquar- 
ters Department of Kentucky, Louisville, 
Ky., May 11, 1865. — Whereas, it has been 
represented to the General Commanding 
the Department of Kenlr ckv, in an official 
communication from the Hon. Philip 
Tomppert, Mayor of the city of Louisville, 
and Henry Dent, S. A. Hartwell, John S. 
Hubbard and John G. Baxter, Esqrs., a 
committee of the General Council of said 
city, that "large numbers of negroes, most 
of them women and children (and 
the numbers are increasing daily), have 
flocked to said city, claiming to be 
free, and looking to the military author- 
ities for protection and assistance," 
and that such colored persons "have 
been compelled to seek shelter where they 
could find a place, and that by reason of 
the crowded state of the city aud the scarci- 
ty of houses, they have crowded together 
in numbers so great at each place as to ren- 
der disease almost certain, and that small 
pox is now, from the cause aforesaid, pre- 
vailing iu several localities in the city 
among these people," aud the said Mayor 
of the cit3' of Louisville, and the committee 
of the General Council, have requested the 
co-operation of the General Commanding 
to remove said evil from the city. 

As an effectual method of co-operation 
with the city authorities and to prevent the 
spread of disease among the people, ail 
colored persons in the city oi Louisville are 
advised at once to seek employment, and 
such as are unable to find sufficient em- 
ployment for the support of their families 
in the city, are advised to seek it elsewhere. 

To enable them to do so, it is ordered that 
the Provost Marshal of the post of Louis- 
ville, upon the application of auy colored 
person who may report him or herself as 
unable to find sufficient employment in the 
city of Louisville, will issue a pass to such 
colored person aud for his or her family, 
specifying the number of persons to be 
passed, aud iheir names, and the point to 
which they wish to go, to engage iu or in 
search of employment. 

Conductors and managers of all rail- 
roads, steamboats, ferryboats, and other 
means of travel out and from the city o! 
Louisville, will, upon the presentation ol 
such pass and the payment of the usual 
fare, transport the persons named therein. 

Any conductor or manager of any rail- 
road, steamboat, ferryboat, or other means 
of travel who shall refuse, upon the tender 
of the legal fare, to sell to any person named 
in auy such pass the usual transportation 
ticket, or shall refuse to transport any such 
person on their said railroad, steamboat, 
ferryboat, or other means of travel, will be 
at ouce arrested, and sent out of the De- 
partment or punished*, as a military court 
may adjudge. 

The commanding officer of the post of 
Louisville will adopt the necessary meas- 
ures for carrying into effect the provisions 
of the above order.

The Koom Where Presldeut Lincoln Died. 

From a private letter written at Wash- 
ington, 22d instant, we have been permitted 
to copy the following extract:— 

I went, this afternoon, to visit the house 
on Ten'h street, opposite Ford's Theater, 
and into the room where the late lamented 
President died. I saw the bed on which he 
breathed his last. The room is in the rear 
of the hall, which o[>ens into the street. It 
is small, aud plainly but neatly furnished. 
A few common pictures adorn the wall. A 
German family by the name of Peterson, 
common people, own the house. A young 
man, named William Clark, rented the 
room. The bed was made up. He had slept 
in it since the President's death, as usual. 
Upon the outside were placed the pillow 
aud slips, covered with blood, on which the 
President died. In a chair near by were 
the shoes the President wore that night. 
Clark remained with the President a, i night. 
Gustavus Clark, formerly of Boston, was 
one of those who assisted in taking the Pres- 
ident over to the house, aud remained until 
four o'clock in the morning.— [Boston Trav- 
eller, April 2S.

true democracy upon this point: "I would 
open the suffrage to all grown persons, both 
men and women, who can read, write, and 
perform a sum iu the rule of three, and who 
have not, within some small number of 
years, received parish relief." 

Beauregard did not have the satisfaction 
of surrendering himself to the power of the 
United States, hut was "tendered" in quite 
a different form and spirit from the proffer 
made at the beginning of the war. The 
"mortar and petard," with which he open- 
ed hostilities have proved so disastrous to 
his own personal fortunes, that this hereto- 
fore gasconading general is w diing to ac- 
cept any terms made by other parties, 
which continue his lease at life for a short 
time. Beauregard may be allowed to live, 
but let him he confined in Fort Sumter, 
and compelled every morning to make his 
obeiseuce to tl e flag which he took so much 
pride iu humbliug four years ago.— [Bos- 
ton Transcript.

Importation of Cereals into Portugal- 
Royal Decree. 

Washinuton, May 11.— The State De- 
partment has received a translation of a 
Koyal Decree, fixing tbe terms upon which 
cereals may be provisionally admitted into 
the ports of Portugal. The first three arti- 
cles of which are as follows : 

1st. From the 20th iust., and pending the 
publication of a decree to regulate in a de- 
finite manner the import of cereals, the im- 
portation is permitted through the inland 
towns, and the sea ports of the Kiugdom 
of foreign cereals, wneat, corn, rye, barley 
aud oats, in grain, and flour and baked 
bread, on the payment of the duties stipu- 
lated. 

2d. All foreign cereals admitted in vir- 
tue of the preceding articles are likewise 
subjeot to such taxes as are levied on na- 
tional grain when cleared for cousuption. 

3d. All the cereals treated of in article 
first may be admitted to bond in the Lisbon 
and Oporto Customhouses, in conformity 
with existing fiscal relation*. 

From San Domingo— Evacuation of the 
Island by Spanish Troops. 

Nkw York, May 11.— Advices received 
to-day from San Domingo up to the "Jth of 
April, announce the complete and uncon-

Hk»h Water.— The river was rising ex- 
ceedingly fast all day yesterday, with 
fully lG|a feet water in the canal in the 
evening at dark. During the previous 24 
hours the water had risen over five feet at 
the head of the falls, and some 10 feet at 
Portland; a very heavy and extraordinary 
rise. The rain continued without abate- 
ment al> day and all the night Wednesday, 
and yesterday until afternoon, when it 
ceased and tba sun was seen for the first 
time for three days. 

On the falls there is an abundance of 
water for all navigable purposes for as- 
cending boata, and forty feet water at th» 
toot of the falls. The Indiana, from New 
Orleans, came up the middle chute in the 
evening tolerably well freighted. 

At Pittsburg yesterday morning, as we 
learn by special dispatch to Capt. Pinck 
Varble, falls pilot, the river was rising, 
with 15 feet water in the channel. That is 
a good coal boat tide, and a fleet of broad 
horns, and an abundance of coal may be 
expected early next week. 

The river at Cincinnati was rising yester- 
day, and all the tributaries much swollen 
by the heavy rains, and the Kentucky river 
u as rising last, with au angry tide. Some 
t. ars are entertained of a freshet from the 
accumulation of waters, all the rivers ris- 
ing together, an evidence that the rains 
have l>eeu general, and very heavy all over 
the West. 

The Indiana, that arrived from New Or- 
leans yesterday, had a heavy consignment 
of Spanish moss for this market, and 
hhds. of Cuba sugar, received in bond, di- 
rect from Havana.
